On July 25, 1970, JACKSON led a march of approximately 
2,000 black persons who assembled in the vicinity of the 
Cabrini-Green project buildings, Chicago, Illinois. These 
buildings were the scene where two Chicago Police Officers 
were slain on July 17, 1970. After the assembly at the 
project buildings JACKSON led the group to downtown Chicago 


for a rally at the Civic Center Plaza. JACKSON spoke 
concerning the black man asserting himself and providing: 
necessary protection in black communities. 
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On June 12, 1971, approximately 100 Negro persons 
held a picket demonstration under the auspices of OB at 
the National Tea Company, 8550 South Cottage Grove Avenue,’ 
Chicago, Illinois. 


The June 13, 1971, issue of the "Chicago Sun Times" 
reflected an article captioned “Breadbasket Boycotting National 
Tea’), This article quoted JACKSON as stating "The main issue ° 
regarding the National Tea Company is the failure of National 
Tea to be a responsive business in the community and we have 
asked that they patronize the black banks, use black janitorial 


services, and employ black managers in stores where the trade 
is 100% black."

; ‘Jackson has been affiliated for years with the Southern 
Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC), formed by the late 
Martin Luther King, as a director of Operation Breadbasket, which 
is the economic arm of SCLC. In mid-December, 1971, Jackson 
resigned from SCLC and announced he was creating a new organiza- 
tion, "Operation PUSH.\!', This group, Jackson announced, would be 
‘nonviolent as we can/and violent if necessary." During formation £ 
of this new group 12/18/71 at Chicago before 4,000 people, he te 
encouraged blacks to picket, boycott, march, vote and, when LI : 
necessary, engage in civil rights disobedience. At this orgahi 
zational meeting, $22,000 was raised. Sources have indicated 
Jackson's entire following in Chicago will resign their affiliation 
with SCLC and follow him in his new endeavor.

He is a charter member in a group 
called “Black Men Moving,” which was 
organized when the threat of youth gangs 
mushroomed into a predominant issue in 
Chicsgo’s black community. Black Men 
Moving was created to act as a kind of 
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threatened to meet violence with violence 
on the gang issue, and it was rumorcd that 
some of the group were Victnum veterans 
who looked forward to the trouble that 
seemed imminent. ex 

And, through it all, Jackson would only 
hint at whut Black Men Moving would laid 
to and talked of “rcfoiming”™ the youths 
who made up the bulk of gang 
membership. He also blumed city officials 
for ignoring the problem for too long and 
vowed to work on elimination of the 
*“cuuses of social system that has led to 
gungs.”' 

Booker and Barber are typical of the 
satellite cadre around Jackson, his small 
army of camp followers to whom Jackson's 
word és an incontrovertable command. The 
“cabinet” includes a2 woman — a sfrong 
black womun who somewhere along the 
way learned that all black men can best be 
hundicd with care and diplomacy. She 
handles Jackson with obvious care, making 
their relationship a good one for them and 
the people they work with. 

But .despite the 
Juckson-Burrow relationship, Jackson 
secins to find it difficult to speak: of 
snyone in the superlative. In speaking of 
Reverend Burrow, Rev. Jackson likes to 
refer to her revivalist background in terms 
that upproach derogation. 

“When [met her five years ago she was 
just a revivalist shouting her brains out,” 
Jackson suys of Rev. Barrow. “But now,

Vi ost of the others around Jackson 
dLsuffer from the same ego-killing talk 
that weakens and sometimes per 


damages the psychic side of people. Those ee 
who cannot stand the pace or refuse to give 3 


in to the Jackson personality are gotten rid 
of, somctimes with near disastrous results. 
Noah R. Robinson, Jackson's 
half-brother, was too strong and their 
relationship ended with a break that 
threatencd to cause an ircparable breach 
between Opcration Breadbaskct am! some 
of the businessmen who helped to make 
the program a success in its carly stages. 
Robinson was dircctor of the busincss 
devclopment group called Breadbasket 
Association, a relatively 
autonomous Breadbasket affiliate. The 
trouble between Robinson and Jackson 
began brewing when it became apparent 
that the commercial groups were in the 
process Of gaining an unduc amount of 
power in the black Chicago community. 
Both Robinson and Rev. Jackson at first. 
denicd that a break had occurred. But, 
nevertheless, the open break came and the 
two have not been seen together in recent 
months. Jackson openty criticized his 
half-brother’s administration of the 
business program. The association was xvid 


’ 
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to have as many as 200 dues-paying 
members and was credited with helping 
black businessmen earn an extra $16 
nullion in business contracts. To push the 
program, Robinson had put together a staff 
that included six persons with master’s 
dezrces in business administration and onc 
with a Ph.D. in business. 

Robinson, one ycar younger than the 
30-yeur-old Jackson, graduated from 
Knoxville Colicge in 1966 and went on to 
the Whurton School of Finance and 
Commerce, where in January, 1969, he was 
pruised by Fortune magazine for a fice 
munugcrial consulting service for minority 
businessmen Robinson. created. He 
repuitcdly fturncd down 32 job offers in 
industry to take the Breadbusket post. 

But, like Juckson, Robinson was not the 
kind to take a back scat. When it came to 
tocing the mark in the interest of 
preserving the sanctity of the Jackson 
personality cult, Robinson backed off to 
continuc in his own way. Most of the 
people around Juckson have a strong scnse 
of their own abilities, but it seems that 
Jackson's personality unconsciously forces 
him to bend others to his will. 

It was probubly that bigness and 
magnetism of the Jackson personality that 
muide some of the biggcst men in the black 
liberation struggle realize that, if the 
strugyle is to tuke any new dircction, it will 
be Jessc L. Jackson who should be in the 
vanguard. 
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The date Whitney M. Young Jr., 
executive director of the Natiunal Urban 
Leacue, Bayard Rustin, Louis Stokes, the 
congressman from Ohio, Congressman John 
Conyers Jr. of Detroit, former U.S. Atty. 
Gen. Ramscy Clark, and others met in 
Africa early last year and discussed what 
new directions the strugzle would take. It 
was rumored that some pushed for creation 
of a new civil rights organization, and 
almost all agreed that Jesse Jackson should 
head it. 

Jackson later said he turned down the 
offer, and addcd that there was “no re! 
n¢cd” for another rights group. But the 
mere offer officially pushed Jesse Jackson 
into the forefront of black Icadership in 
America, even though Jackson likes to 
maintsin: “I am not a leader. | am an 
organizer — | organize leaders.”

Jackson is not one to ever run away 
from a battle and as Look magazine has 
written: “Jesse Jackson needs victories the 
way most men need air.” The fact is that | 
Jackson knows that out of battle come 
headlines and if there is anything Jackson 
relishes, it is headlines. He steps into any 
and all controversy, whether it be the 
Angela Davis case or the shooting of H. 
Rap: Brown in a bar holdup in New York. - 
In the case of Angela Davis, a professed 
Communist with the atheist views that 
accompuny that political belicf, Jackson 
spoke of Angela’s “faith in God” and 
proclaimed her innocent. In the Brown case 
Jackson according to press reports first 
questioned whether it was the long-missing 
fucitive who was involved and then at the 
same time insisted that a probe be initiated 
to sce if Brown's shooting was a police 
plot. 

Certainly one thing Jackson can never 
be faulted for — and tht is his news sense. 
He knows how to make headlines — and he 

knows when also. Since Sundagy ts a light 
news day and editors are looking for any 

. Scraps to play up, he usually will call press 

- conferences on Sunday to make Monday 

- morning’s papers. He has a feeling for 

_ turning a phrase. But perhaps his most apt 
skill is gelting out of touchy. awkward 
commitments when these do not turn out 
quite as Jackson hoped. 

There was, for instance, Jackson's talk 
last Spring of starting a third party to enter . 
a black President in the 1972 elections. But 
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working with black politicians of 
establishcd purtics, Juckson learncd that a 
third party is a hopeless cause and he has 
enlisted in the battle to win a measure of 
control at the Democratic Party convention | 
to give blacks the best bargaining position 
for 1972. 

And so it gocs with Jackson on any 
numbcr of issues — once scemingly all out 
against the establishment and backing the 
most radical of revolutionaries and then in 
the next breath promulgating the concept 
of working within the system to bring 
about effective change, even in the highest 
echelons of big business, his newest 
approach to achieving equality for black 
America.

When asked 
about the feasibility of such a project at his 
yet tender age, Rev. Jackson repticd: “I 
have lived enough of a life for a man twice 
my age, and besides, WV.E.B. DuBois wrote 
threc aulobiographics in his lifetime and I 
think | will be able to match that.” | 

His life has been interesting and as 
complex as the man. Ile takes pleasure in 
telling how, although he was born gn 
ilcgitimate child, he was able to rise up in 
the world. Rev. Jackson started work in the 
civil rights struggle while a student at North 
Carolina A&T Collese where he had gonc 
on an athictic scholarship. He organized 
student boycotts at A&T .and joined in the 
marches and demonstrations 'cd by Dr. 
Martin Luther King Je. Ile became a close 
King associate and was the last man Dr. 
King spoke to before he was shot on that 
balcony in Memphis on April 4, 1968. 

Marricd to his former college 
swecthcart, Jacqueline, Rev. Jackson is the 
father of four children. He quite obviously 
fecls good about his accomplishments so 
far and looks forward to a bright future. 
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Jackson called the Saturday Breadbusket 
mectings a “nalional forum,  wiiiike 
anything else in the country.” He explained 
how national political Icad.:< had sought 
Breadbasket help in geltin, elected and 
re-clected to public office.

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THE WORDS AND WISDOM 
OF JESSE JACKSON 


ON THE 1972 ELECTION: “What is nice about 1972 is that we 
will have 25 million new young votes and bear in mind that 
Hubert Humphrey lost by only 600,009 votes. We've got 
enough blacks on Chicago's West Side that we could have 
determyned who would have becn President. Dr. King could give 
advice to John Kennedy, but he should have been President. We 
don't want to just vote anymore, we want to control.”” 


ON RACISM: “then blacks are unemployed, they are 
considered lazy and apathetic. When whites are unemployed, 
it’s considered a depression. That's racism.” 


ON BLACK POWER: “We are the margin of profit of every 
major item produced in America, from General Motors cars 
dovvn to Kellos3’s Corn Flakes. If we've got his marsin of pro- 
fit, we've got his genitals.” 
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ON INTEGRATION VS. SEPARATION: “We're already 
separate, and blacks didn't do the separating — end we don’t 
have the power to do the integrating. So the question becomes 
whether we remain separate and dependent or become separate 
and independent — obviously that’s the way we've got to 90.” — 


ON WELFARE: “There are numerically more whites on welfare 
than blacks. Welfare, for the most part, is run by whites and so 
welfare is messed up. White folks messed it up. We're just the 
- victims of the welfare system.”’ 


ON VIOLENCE: “Our experience with the hot war is that itis a 
bit futile, given The man’s military superiority. There is no more 
shock value in riots. The man is ready for that, too.” 


ON BLACK STUDIES: “White folks don’t have a problem with 
us coming to school to learn something once we're here. 


Particularly when they will give us a degrce in what we should 
have known when we cot here. And they re going to send us 
ack to our neigh»orhoods to teach it.” 
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ON SCHOOL INTEGRATION: “You don’t learn anything by 
osmosis because you sit next to whites.” 


ON RACIAL ORATORS: “Look at 125th Street and Seventh 
Avenue, the most famous corner of them all. All the great blaek 
Orators have stood on that corner rappin’ about what they were 
going to do, whether it was going back to Africa or to 
Mississippi, picking up the gun or the Bible. And right now, in 
1971, with all of them desd, we still don’t own that corner. 
Chock Full O° Nuts (a white owned restaurant chain) does.” 


ON WOMEN: “I don’t need nobody to give me no plaque: 
‘Here is a man who can walk by a swimming pool full of women 


and never look up.’ Rather say: “Here is the man who has the _ 


discipline to keep his priorities in order and not get trapped 
over here looking at women when there are students over there 
vho should be getting preparcd to break up a war.’ Say that 
about me, but don’t say women don’t appeal to me.” 


ON BLACKS IN BUSINESS: “’Young blacks should concern 
themselves with trying to buy into large institutions and 
businesses. Running them out is not the answer. But buying in, 
with a view towerd gaining black control, is the answer.” 


ON INTERRACIAL UNITY: “The young white radicels who 
,are rebelling against their mamzs and daddies because their lives 
are empty end meaningless are fighting the system for ‘one 
season. Those of us that are black are fighting it for another 
reason, but both of us are fighting it. And the — is eithef 
gOing to adjust or it’s going to deteriorate.” 


ON THE FUTURE: “There is still reason for optimism. But it is 
‘not based on what the white man is going to do. It is based 
upon what we cre going to do — and upon what we are going to 
nake the white man do.”

Rev. Moore, Rev. Samuel Hines, Rev. Lemuel White, and a Rev. Phillips. 


Rev. Moore indicated essentially 3 areas of concern. The first being the sumber 
of Blacks in each grade in the FBI and where on a scale from the basic grade to the 
highest, most would fall. The second area of concern is the process by which We 
attempt to attract Blacks to our work force; and thirdly, whether or not we have written 
guidelines or instructions in this regard. 7 . 

SAs Davis and De La Rosa discussed our minority employment situation in detail 
to include the facts that Black employees began appearing on FBI rolls in any number in 
the early 1960's, that all appointments are made in the basic grade levels of GS-2, 3 and 

4 for clerical employees and grade 10 for SAs, and that all promotions are made from 
| within. I was indicated that a statistical picture of the type desired by Rev. Moore would 
most certainly show the preponderence of Blacks at the lower end of the scale both 
clerically and in the SA position. Rev. Moore appeared to understand the foregoing; but 


indicated, for the purposes of his analysis, he would still like to be furnished such 
statistics. 


In our cooperative efforts with the Department and Civil Service Commission 

(CSC) in the Federal Personne] Management Information System we submit a monthiy 
magnetic tape to the Department containing employment information which the 
Department subsequently transfers to its own tapes and furnishes _: to the Commission. 
This tape contains information concerning our employees which, by agreement, does not 
identify by name or social security number any employee. Kk is understood that the CSC 
is not to disseminate any information with respect to the FBI work force other than to 
the Department, Office of Management and Budget, or other offices of the Executive 
{Branch having a bona fide need for the information. The information furnished the 
Department on this magnetic tape appears in periodic Department of Justice Uniform 


Personnel System Reports (JUNIPER) (pertinent page of which is attached) and appears to 
be essentially the information requested by Rev. Moore. 


The second area of concern, the process by which we attempt to attract Blacks to 
our Service, was discussed in detail by SAs Davis and De La Rosa and examples of 
news articles on minority employees published in their hometown newspapers were 
furnished the group. Other efforts we have made in this regard were discussed in depth 
as was the fact that our contacts with Rights Organizations for prospective applicants 
have proved essentially unproductive On these points, there were no questions from the 
group or suggestions as to how we could improve our efforts to locate qualified prospects.

The third area of concern, whether we have written instructions and guidelines 
concerning minority recruitment was discussed and the group was assured that informa- 
tion in this regard is contained in FBI Mamals and memoranda pertaining to “*«:: 

yrecruiting. Each individual present was furnished recruitment literature, applications, 
SA , clerical and technical job sheets and encouraged to refer any prospective applicants 
for employment. Rev. Moore was specifically asked if he would have any hesitancy in 
referring an individual and stated that once he familiarizes himself with the positions 
that are available, he would have no reservations in doing so but certainly would not 
stand in his pulpit and take such a position. He indicated on several occasions that 

he did not regard the groups role as an adversary one but more one of analysis to 
determine if a problem exists which might be counter-productive to our stated desire to 
increase minority representation.

The meeting lasted approximately 2 hours, and while it was amicable, there was 
no indication that those present either singly or as a group could be a ready and 
continuing source of minority applicants. No mention was made of any desire for 
future meetings with the Director but SAs Davis and De La Rosa advised that we would 
welcome a continuing dialogue with the group in areas of mutual concern. 


RECOMMENDATION: 


That Rev. Jerry A. Moore be furnished the statistical information showing the 
grade levels of Blacks within the FBI as set forth on the pertinent page of the 
JUNIPER report. The attached printout used as an example includes statistics on 
Spanish-surnamed and women employees. Since the inquiry by PUSH is confined to 
| Blacks, the product we refer to Reverend Moore will be confined to a printout on our 
posture on Blacks as of 11-30-75.

On several occasions,*prior to, during, and after the meeting, Jackson 
surreptitiously indicated to SA Davis that he wished to telephonically contact — 
him at his home or office in Chicago and instructed an aide to furnish Davis 
the appropriate telephone numbers. Davis contacted Jackson on 12/18/75, and 
during the discussion Jackson advised he is having a plan formulated which wil! 
demand that the FBI immediately establish 10% vertical and horizontal Black 
representation. He reiterated that he is prepared to take the Bureau to court 
to insure his demands are met. The policy by which we have operated and 
found to be successful in developing an outstanding Supervisory and Executive 
Corps was again explained to Jackson who indicated that it was still a policy 
of gradualism which is not satisfactory. 


‘ SA Davis pointed out to Jackson that there were too many individuals 
at the last meeting to allow in-depth discussion of the issues raised and 
suggested that Jackson limit the number accompanying him to the next meeting. 
Jackson advised that he felt it necessary in past meetings to have a large 
number of supporters present because there is a psychological barrier that 
must be overcome in dealing with the FBI and it was necessary for him to 
establish the fact that he has broad-based support. He indicated, however, tha 
he fully understands the problems involved in discussing such issues with a 
large number of people present and that for future meetings he would bring 
only a limited number. Jackson indicated he wished to maintain contact, 
requested, and was furnished SA Davis’ office and home telephone numbers.

tion on each of our other 58 field divisions. It was explained to Rev. Jackson 


' that we have not in the past released staffing information on individual field offices 


for very substantial reasons, an example of which is the possible attempt by hostile 
intelligence or criminal operatives to identify and target employees for developmen 
as sources. Our Centralized Personnel Management System was briefly explained 
to point up the fact that field offices may only recommend such personne! actions 
as hiring and promotions and that final authority for all personnel actions is vested 
in FBIHQ. Rev. Jackson indicated the staffing information is absolutely essential 
for his purposes, and that in the absence of our furnishing same willingly, he will 
seek it through the Congressional Black Caucus. 


Drs. Hale and Goodlett, Revs. Moore and Jackson commented briefly 
on the success enjoyed by rights organizations recently in obtaining favorable 
court decisions in discrimination suits against municipal departments in Ohio, 

San Francisco, Washington, D. C., and Chicago and indicated their belief that 
suits of a similar nature would be successful against the FBI. 


Rev. Jackson's second area of concern, the qualifications for the 
Agent position was discussed in general as was the fact that we believe all 
qualifications to be necessary and job related. Rev. Jackson and his associates 
took issue with the qualifications for the Agent position but were careful to point 
out they did not want to be accused of asking that the standards be lowered but 
that they only be made equal and fair. Rev. Jackson indicated on several occasio 
that our SA examinations were reviewed by Drs. Poussaint and Hale and found 
to be heavily biased in favor of white males, an interesting observation inasmuch 
as we have not to date made available our examinations for their perusal. During 
the discussion of qualifications, Dr. Goodlett proposed that we compile statistics 
on the percentage of Blacks who apply for the Agent position and are not accepted 
aes ai centage of whites who apply and are not accepted in order to determ 
if the percentages differ substantially. The Director indicated he would not be 
averse to compiling and examining such statistics nor would he be opposed to 
having someone look at an SA examination. 415862 


With regard to the third area of concern, it was our understanding 
that Rev. Jackson was to present for Mr. Kelley's consideration a plan by which 
we would increase minorities throughout our organizational structure. During 
. the discussion he éontigually asked what the FBI plan is in this regard and made 
several referencés to a plan developed by Dr. Hale. When asked for the specifi 
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on this plan it became evident that there was no concrete plan and, in the énsuing 
discussion, Jackson refused to recognize or consider our affirmative action steps 
@s adequate or acceptable in the absence of specific numbers, timetables and 

job categories. Mr. Kelley advised Jackson that we will continue our attempts 

to recruit as many Blacks as we can as fast as we can, that we will not hire on 

a one Black for one White or any other such similar basis, and that we will formal!: 
respond on this point in approximately two weeks. 


The meeting concluded with Dr. Goodlett, who is President of the 
National Newspaper Publishers Association, handing out a press release which 
in summary accused the FBI of racial discrimination in employment policies, 
misdeeds in the Watergate scandal, misdeeds in the assassination of President 
Kennedy, collusion in the deaths of certain Black extremists and operating in 
concert with the Ku Klux Klan during the 60's. The release further adresses 
racism in general in the United States, requests that Mr. Kelley issue a. 
statement assuring the FBI will not continue to be an instrument of oppression, 
offers the Black press as a vehicle by which Mr. Kelley's statement may be 
conveyed to the Black masses and indicates that through the Congressional Black 
Caucus attempts will be made to limit the Director's term to a six- to eight-year 
period. 


For the information and consideration of the Director, it is pointed 
out that our SA applicant academic achievement test has not been scientifically 
validated as nondiscriminatory or job related and it is questionable that it would 
be supported as such upon critical review. The Evaluation and Selection Project, 
Training Division, is reviewing our total selection process and expects to have 
ready for practical use a valid and job-related examination by the end of this year. 
This project cannot reasonably be expected to be completed sooner because it 
is contingent upon gathering valid job-related petfgrmance data and analyzing 
the relationship between that performance data/previously acquired test data. 
Extensive compilation, correlation and analysis of information is involved and 
is time consuming because of the absolute necessity for accuracy. Since the 
validity of our current examination is being questioned, it is logical to ask 
ourselves/whether we should continue utilizing this examination or consider 
purchasing an already developed testing instrument that has been validated as 
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- nondiscriminatory or culturally unbiased from a recognized testing service. While 
such an instrument would not be job related, we could conceivably be in a stronger 
position than we are at this point on the question of use of nondiscriminatory ~ 

- {nstruments. This question was discussed with the Evaluation and Selection” 
Project of the Training Division which after some consideration and discussion 
presented the following view. Rather than purchase an already developed 

- instrument, it would be just as well for the Evaluation and Selection Project to 
conduct a critical review of our current test instrument and make adjustments 
where necessary in order to make it as defensible as possible for use as an interim 
measure. The Evaluation and Selection Project has advised however, that with 
their current staffing, if such a project were undertaken, it could conceivably 


delay the completion of a finished validated and job-related test by several 
weeks.

The ensuing discussion concentrated on the following points: 


1. Rev. Jackson believes a special prosecutor or other independen 
body should be appointed to look into the FBI's investigation of the assassination 
f Dr. Martin Luther King since any internal department or FBI investigation 
presents an immediate problem of credibility.

- 2. The Department's overall paucity of Blacks in professionm@ *; 
positions and what the Department is doing to correct the situation was then Mocussed. 
Jackson indicated his desire to meet with individuals responsible for developing 
the Department's plan to correct minority employment problems and requested 
that he be furnished total and minority employment statistics for the Department. 
Deputy Attorney General Tyler addressed the issues raised by Jackson and advised 
that he would make this information available but that as it concerned the FBI 
such information might not be in the detail desired by Jackson. 


3. The failure of the Civil Rights Division according to Jackson and 
Attorney Herbert O. Reid, a Howard University Law School Professor, to pursue 
civil rights cases where Black victims are involved as conscientiously as those 
where white victims are involved was then taken up. The examples used were the 
reopening of the case involving the death of several students at Kent State University 
and the apparent lack of interest in the death of students at Jackson State and 
South Carolina State Colleges, both predominantly Black institutions. 


4. Jackson took issue with recent statements attributed to the 
Attorney General on the matter of bussing students as a school desegregation device. 


The discussion then returned to the FBI and the three primary areas 
of concern raised by Jackson during his meeting with Mr. Kelley on 1/13/76 -- 
the specific staffing figures on FBI field offices, qualifications for the SA position 
in general and the academic achievement test in particular, and a definitive plan 


or lack thereof according to — to increase minorities at all levels in the FBI 
structure. 


SA Davis explained that we do not make specific staffing information 
on individual field offices available and gave several reasons for this policy. It was 
further pointed out that all Agent assignments are made by FBIHQ, are based upon 
the needs of the service and it appears that the essential issue involved here should 
be overall employment of Agents rather than their deployment. SA Davis advised, 
therefore, that he could see no reason to make available any information other than 
total work force and overall minority employment figures and that we were more 

an willing to do this. Deputy Attorney General Tyler and Mr. Reid generally 
ay Davis’ position that total Agent employment seemed to be the essential 


issue at this point and Rev. oe ackson did not pursue his demand for staffing informatior 
i 


on individual field offic th regard to the academic achievement examination, 
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SA Davis explained that our Agent selection process is currently being evaluated 
and that part of this project is the development of a completely valid and job-related 
examination which we expect to have ready for practical use by the end of this year. 
He further advised that we are currently taking a critical look at the examination 


now in use to determine if it should either be replaced or adjusted to insure that it 
is culturally unbiased. 


Qualifications for the SA position were then discussed with the central 
issue being the academic achievement test. Jackson questioned the SA qualifications 
by indicating that the job involves primarily the gathering of criminal information. 
He further stated that the FBI had no trouble enlisting the assistance of an almost 
unlimited number of Black informants during the late 1960's and that Black.SAs 
should be just as easy to locate. He further indicated that the FBI is using an 
academic achievement test that is biased in favor of white males which along with 
obvious historical discrimination serves to exclude Blacks. SA Davis briefly 

xplained some of the responsibilities of the SA position, advised that persons 
considered for employment as Agents could in no way be compared to those utilized 
s informants in that to do so was a drastic misrepresentation of the Agent position. 


In connection with Rev. Jackson's last area of concern, our plan to 
increase the number of minorities in the Agent position on our rolls, SA Davis spoke 
of the Director's interest and commitment, our use of the minority-oriented media, 
contact with rights organizations and other logical sources, outstanding instructions, 
etc., including our intention to concentrate more effort to attract qualified minority 
police officers. 


Rev. Jackson inquired of Assistant Attorney General Pottinger 
if he has the authority to require FBI compliance in the area of equal employment 
opportunity as he does with state ahd local police departments. Pottinger indicated 
he did not and that such responsibility generally came under the Department's Office 
of Management and Finance which was within the province of Deputy Attorney General 
Tyler. Jackson inquired if Mr. Tyler then would order the FBI to comply with his 
demands to which the Deputy Attorney General replied that, while he does not control 
the Bureau's hiring, he would be glad to discuss such matters with Jackson. Jackson 
| persisted in attempts to get a definite commitment from Mr. Tyler thathe would — 

require specific action fron the FBI but was unsuccessful. Bache 
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The meeting concluded with Mr. Levi stating that he has complete 
confidence in Mr. Kelley and was certain of his intention and commitment in the area 
f minority employment. Directly following the meeting, Mr. Tyler advised 8A Davis 
that he would soon contact Mr. Kelley and Mr. Callahan to discuss such matters as 
the SA examination and that perhaps they might consider having SA Davis present.

This is to follow up on your request of this morning to know 
what the Justice Department did to investigate the Jackson 
State College deaths, and to compare our actions there with 
the action taken later to reopen the Kent State case. 


There are important differences in the way the Kent State 
jand Jackson State tragedies were handled. Prior to our 
| reopening of the Kent State case in 1973, there had never 1\ 
| base a federal grand jury which investigated the Kent State 


‘incident. Shortly after the Jackson State incident, however, 
a grand jury was convened in Jackson at this Department's _ 
request. The first business of this grand jury was to use _/” 
i its. subpoena power to obtain weapons, real evidence and 

lother information from the Mississippi Highway Safery Patrol 
‘which had previously been withheld from the Federal Bureau of.. 
‘Investigation. Thereafter, the grand jury investigation, — 
aided by Departmental attornevs, the United States Attorney 
and agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation sought 

to discover the identity of law enforcement officers who 

may have intentionally killed or injured persons assembled © 

on the lawns on either side of the street where the lav 
enforcement officers were located at the time of the shooting. 
This effort was not successful. Nor was evidence of the 
identity of such persons developed by the Cheek Commission, 
chaired by Dr. James E. Cheek, President of Howard University,

Many of the law enfor ottice ent at the scene of 
the shooting stated to staff members of the Cheek Commission, 
and to others, however, that they fired their weapons into 

the air or into the west wing of Alexander Hall where, they 
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claim, there was a sniper. In view of the irreconcilablv 
conflicting evidence bearing on whether the officers coulda 
reasonably belicve they were being fired upon by a sniper, 
it was not believed by Civil Rights Division attorneys, 

the United States Attorney, or by the grand jury, that the 
government could prove beyond a reasonable doubt that these 
officers fired into the dormitory with the specific intent 
to deprive persons chere of their rights. As you know, such 


procf is the government's burden in a criminal civil rig'irs 
prosecution. 


It is also significant that a civil action was filed againsc 
the law enforcement agencies invelved in the Jackson State 
incident, including as defendants all those officers who 

coula be identified as being present when the shooting 
occurred. So that there could be the fullest possible 

airing of the matter, all information gathered by the Fal 

was made availabte to the attorneys engaged in chat litigation. 
after a trial, in which the plaintiffs were represented by 
extraordinarily capable counsel from a prominent New York 

law firm, the jury found in favor of all defendants. Under 

the circumstances, as you can readily see, it is vain to 

think that the government could hope to sustain the burden 

OL proor required oy law in criminal cases when the plainciifs, 
on virtually the same issues, could not carry the somewhat 
lighter burden which must be met to obtain civil remedies 
uncer either a civil rights or a negligence theory. Never- 
theless, I believe that this civil suit, tried in open court, 
served to inform the public of what occurred at Jackson Scatc. 
I join you and countless other Americans in deploring the 
manner in which certain law enforcement officers discharged 
their responsibilities in connection with the disorders at 
Jackson State College. We do not believe, however, that 
absent the suggestion that there is other information which 

we might expect to obtain, we should attempt to reopen 

this case when we know that we would be unable to prove 

the necessary elements of the offense described by the federal 
criminal civil rights statute. Repeating the same steps 

that have been taken before, without any basis to believe 

that they might yield a different result, or even a fuller 
understanding of this tragedy, would in my judgment serve

cnly to mislead the pudlic, discredit the Department, anda 


cynically raise ralse hopes among the family and friends 
of the victims. : 


I regret as deeply as you that the public attention paid to 

the Jackson State tragedy, and to our efforts to obtain 

justice there, has not been as great as it was in the Kent 
State case or other cases. I cannos help sharing the suspicion 
that had this tragedy occurred in the North with white victims, 
the publicity surrounding che incident and our law enforcement 
efforts would have been considerably greater. Because justice 
is not only what is done, but what appears to be done, this is 
a matter that should concern us all.
